He was accompanied by an experienced 
model, well known to artists there, named 
Antonio, himself a mountaineer: and, al- 
though frequently in the neighborhood, and 
almost in Bight of formidable bande, suc- 
ceeded in tracking his way unhurt through 
•he dangerous d strict. Mr. Linnell s 
journey lasted twenty-three days, including 
atrip to the province of Salerno; and the 
part of the country he found most oppressed 
with brigands was the immediate neighbor- 
hood of San Germana. where the hills were 
tenanted by a band of about three hundred 
brig-ends, with flags and other pretensions 
to the honor of regular warriors.

In IM'.t, on the 
formation of the Bishopric of Rupert s 
Land, alias the territory of the Hud 
sons Bay Company, he was nomi 
naied by Earl i*rey, wno was then Colonial 
Secretary, to be the first Bishop, and, during 
the fifteen years which have elapsed, has 
worked the vast diocese with singular en- 
ergy, increasing the number of clergy from 
five to twenty, of whom five are native*. 
The diocese of Rupert s Land is 870,000 
square miles in extent, with a population of 
l!UU,O0O. The gross annual income is C7u0, 
€400 of which is derived from the Colonial 
Bishopric Fund, and £d00 from the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. 

— An interesting discovery has just been 
made at Angerville, in a property belonging 
to M. Berryer. A laborer in digging 
brought to light a stone coflin, in the form 
of an angel, containing the remains of a hu- 
man skeleton reduced to dust. Several ar- 
ticles of value were likewise in the 
coflin. M. Bsrryer, unfortunately, wae 
not at one I apprised of the discovery. But 
he succeeded in recovering a large bronze 
bowl, beautifully sculptured ; the frag- 
ments of a silver basin, completely ox- 
ydiied; a large chased gold ring, but want- 
ing the stone which had been sst in it 
i this was a work of the Lower Empire y, 
a very large horn comb, richly ornament- 
ed ; some brokeu glass vessel- ; and a 
coin of the realm of the Kmperor Gratian. 
This coflin, discovered not far from a very 
ancient road, appears not to have been 
alone. M. Berryer has given orders to 
dig the ground all round, to discover 
whether it was not a burial place at the 
last period of Roman dominion in Gaul. 

— The case of Levy aw. Bartlett, heard 
in the Sheriffs Court, London, a few days 
ago, was an action to recover two pounds, 
value of a dress, alleged to have been 
damaged by some paint in defendant s shop. 
It appeared that the plaintiff went to the

The spies had returned to the camp of 
Israel, bringing an alarming account of the 
invincibility of the nations of < anaen, 
whom God designed them to extirpate. Two 
only of the deputed messengers encouraged 
the hearts of the affrighted host. But re- 
hellion and discontent are not to be put 
down by the dissuasive exhortations of 
rhetoric. The people would not be com- 
forted or encouraged. They taw nothing 
before them but destruction, and bewailed 
the very emancipation from thraldom which 
but lately they had courted. 

Then came the assurance from Moses th%t 
none of that mighty army of adults should 
ever behold the promised land, save Caleb 
and Joshua, and ss a forestalment of irrev- 
ocable destiny, the spies, who had brought 
up an evil report, died by the plague be- 
fore the Lord. At sight of this there came 
a reaction of popular feeling and the 
of war determined lo venture sut to 
even the giant hordes of Canaan, ca 
to the wish of Meses and of God. It 
sudden revulsion from cowardice to spas- 
modic bravery — an insane endeavor to force 
back the purpose of the Godhead. God had 
promised them Canaan, but the message of 
the spies had led them to mistrust that prom- 
ise. They had made God a liar, and now 
would rashly compel Him to co-operate with 
their plans of sudden action. 

Moses dissuaded them from joining bat- 
tle with those who must certainly vanquish 
them, but go they would in the self-conceit 
of those who think that Heaven must of ne- 
cessity be on the side of the heaviest force, 
and who forget the battle is sot always 
with the strong. To convince them that if 
they attacked the Amalekites they would 
certainly be I ing outside of the circle of 
heavenly guardist ship, Moses would not 
accompany th. ■ : n this attack, and, what 
was more, would uot allow the holy ark, at 
once the symbol and the pledge of the di- 
vine protection, lo be the companion of 
their arms. The host of Israel went to bat- 
tle without one visible auxiliary of religion 
to comfort and reassure them. No prayer 
for aid dared pass their lips, for they were 
moving on in the very face of a heavenly 
interdict. 

No golden mercy seat flung its shadow 
over them as they bore the ark into the 
ranks of the heathen, and felt that they 
were laborers together with God. They 
moved up the hill in solid column, a purely 
atheistic host, relying on finite power and 
abjuring the authority of God, and as a 
natural issue the heathen nations came 
down like an avalanche, and they were 
pursued to Harmah and discomfited to a 
man. To signalise this defeat the locality 
called Harmah, the word signifying 
utter destruction. And to all future lime 
that ruined host has been the standing 
monument of the folly of tho«e who proceed 
to war when they have the clearest indica- 
tion that God is net among them. Any 
army, no matter how well disciplined, which 
moves forward lo action in the face of the 
plainest revelations of Providence that their 

may even take with them etery symbol of 

the faith. 

Thry may take the Ark of the Covenant 
to give the color of devotion to their Satanic 
schemes, but that holy ark will even then 
refuse to be an abettor of their villainy, 
and prayers and songs will not alter the 
decree of God to refuse aid to those who 
rush forward to consummate their selfish 
designs in the face of his phonographic re- 
vealment that he has prohibited their ac- 
tio*. When people are contending against 
Constitutional Law, against the rights of 
humanity, against order and justice, against 
all that is venerable and sacred and awe- 
inspiring what do they do but imitate the 
■ad example of the Jewish host when they 
attacked the Amalekites and Canaanites 
against the e* pressed command of God' 
When it can be said lo such as Moses said 
lo the hosts of Israel. Go not up, for the 
Lord is not among you; far belter would it 
)••■ to desist from force of arms and to si- 
lently yield to the decree of Providence. 

What though every physical force is 
brought to bear, and for a lime appears to 
conquer, physical force cannot cope with 
God. The Jewish army at the brow of the 
hill may have, perhaps, .bravely breasted 
the rude shock of the heathen for a short 
space, and have thought lhat they would 
compel Jeh.veb lo yield to their purposes 
but in a moment repulse and rout and dts 
comfiture came like toppling sea -waves to 
sweep tlieir hopes away. But some may 
say, how can we know infal.ibly when God 
wishes us to abstain from war and when He 
wishes us to prosecute it ' No ark of the 
covenant can now, by its gleaming lights 
shed forth the will of the Omnipotent 
True, very true, but God has not left Him 
■elf without a witness. Conscience lakes 
the place of Moses and the ark, and gives 
its prohibiting sentence. 

When a host of men takes up arms against 
a government surpassing all others in im- 
partial equity; when at a season of diffused 
general prosperity treason casta its baleful 
shadow across the track of Heaven s own 
translucent beam, when lo uphold a eyste 
b ased on the disavowal of common human 
rights to an immense number of helpless 
beings, all the resources of war are invoked 
and earthly wisdom is taxed to the very 
uttermost, then such a people must have in 
their own souls the eonvietion 
Lord is not among them, as 
effort must have in it more of atheistic 
peration than the calm and high resolve of 
patriotic faith. That faiih which, moving 
in a line with Heaven, is always for con- 
stituted genial law, can take the ark of the 
covenant and lean upon it confidingly and 
feel that it will be a mighty conqueror after 
a small defeat.

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A New Mctuoo or Makik. BasAn. — 
Good bread is a good thing, and one not so 
easily obtained. A correspondent of the 
American Agriculturist asys she can 
make good bread, and tells how to do it. 
She aay* 

Instead of protracted agony of t a el vs or 
fourteen boiira. it will only be a pleeeent 
exercise of a few miouies in making it- 
just two hour* for raising— and baked in 
fifty minutes, and thep out come the loaves 
so round and light, so tender sndsweet, the 
whole household will be delighted. The 
first thing, and laat, in fart, is proper lem- 
perature, both while making it and in pro- 
cess of ra sing. Without heal, internal as 
well as external, fermentation cannot be 
rapid enough. Then heal two brick* to one 
hundred degree* or more, and place the pan 
you make the bread ia on them and so 
kneed and work it in the heat with the 
material* And now, though the great 
army of bread-maker* stand up in flour-y 
array against me, and even shake their 
doughy fingers at me, I shall not wince or 
"abate one jot.'' "Succea* is the teat of 
merit, as the world goes, and this past de- 
luaiv* notion that after bread is light once, 
it must forsooth be molded over into loaves 
and act to work again, is all nonsense It 
often induces sourness, certainly multiplies 
labor and lakes time. Well, then, have twe 
tins well greased, and d vide the dough 
equally 1 1 use two quart tins, whieh, ef 
course, requires two quarts of flour and 
over for a loaf i and set them lo rise by the 
stove on the hot brick*, with a piece of ear- 
pet over the brick* to moderate the heat, 
and then well cover with warm woolens. 
In iwo hours it will be rising like Aladdin a 
palace, and when fairly brimming full, 
place it in your oven, and yes will aooa 
have as delicious bread to est as one ought 
lo expect out of Paradise. I claim this as 
original, and only ask you to follow these 
directions and give us the result. Thus 
bread-making ceases to be the tax on time 
and patience it usually is, and the harass- 
ing doubt* and fears oa* usually gees 
through wilh while follow ing the old meth- 
od, are quite done away with. 1 could say 
much on the philosophy of making bread, 
in adjusting the "golden means,' which, 
after all, is half. A peep into some of the 
closed oven* would, I leer, call out the ex 
clemation of the dogs in Undsser a picturea. 
of "too hot, too hot."
